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Poswall Gives View 
On Hornet Controversy

John Poswall, ASSSC presi- 
dent, yesterday branded the 
State Hornet a “hit and miss 
organization.” 

Poswall made it clear that 
he does not want to be en- 
gaged in a personal fight with 
the editor of the Hornet, he 
merely wants to bring to light 
the shortcomings of the pub- 
lication. 


He claimed that the news- 
paper is better than usual this 
year; but, it is generally “in- 
consistent,” “inaccurate” and 
often late with important news 
He pointed out that in a re- 
cent issue of the Hornet seven 
stories were three weeks late, 
specially one article about a 
SSC graduate elected to the 
Sacramento City Council. 


Another great problem with 
the Hornet, Poswall said, is 
that new reporters are given 
little or no instruction about 
the functions of the college 
Also, Poswall claims reporters 
are not given helpful and use- 
ful information about the me- 
chanics of writing 


Poswali admitted that the 
newspaper and its staff are not 
entirely at fault He main- 
tained that the amount of units 
given per semester is not 
enough for the work involved, 
Poswall claimed that a better 
Journalism Department and 
more units for the newspaper 
ter writers to come to SSC 
lab work would encourage bet- 
and work on the Hornet. 

Poswal! stated he is not try- 
ing to get new staff members 
but, rather, wants the old ones 
to improve Referring to the 
editor he stated, “if she'd try 
today to make some changes

when the board voted to first 
consider complaints against 
the Hornet. These complaints, 
regarding the newspaper's 
makeup and content, had been 
presented to the ASSSC Board

Sarcastic Respect Prevails

A sarcastic respectfulness 
was the note prevailing during 
the last debate on Viet Nam, 
held last Thursday in the 
Litle Theatre 


The participants were assis- 
tant professors Max E. Fieser, 
economics, and Gerard H. 
Clarfield, history, who defend- 
ed U.S. intervention in Viet 
Nam; Leonard D. Cain, head 
of the sociology department, 
and J. David Lucas, professor 
of psychology, who opposed 
American involvement, and 
unexpectedly, the Vietnamese 
student Cao Dong Thanh, who 
read excerpts of his speech 
which was reproduced in the 
last State Hornet issue. 


Cain Begins 

Cain opened the debate by 
observing that the audience 
was different from the one 
present during the quad de- 
bates 

He declared the intervention 
in Viet Nam as “politically un- 
wise — we are dealing in the 
wrong place with the wrong 
people, with the wrong dis- 
playing of ourselves to the 


world. We are alienating those 
people around the world whom 
we cannot afford to alienate,” 
he stated 


Clarfield Replies 

Clarfield was called to an- 
swer Cain's speech. 

“U.S. is involved in two 
questions one is foreign 
policy, our involvement in 
Viet Nam; the other is the 
right of the individual to dis- 
sent from the will of the ma- 
jority,” Clarfield said. 

He expressed concern for 
the “threat of the tyranny of 
the majority.” 

He accused Cain of a wrong 
assumption, that if the US 
stopped doing what it is doing, 
the world would be better 
That, he said, is equivalent to 
assuming that the US. is the 
“bad guy” and the Viet Cong 
are the “good guys” who up- 
hold what supposedly are 
American ideals 


Power Siruggle 
Clarfield sugested that what 
is happening in V.N. is an ex- 
pression of the struggle be- 
tween Far Eastern powers. 
Again he pointed out that no 


international agreement is good 
unless backed by big powers, 
and that the Geneva agree- 
ment of 1954 was not ever in- 
tended to be effective because 
the U.S. did not sign it, fore- 
seeing the future Chinese ag- 
gressivity 

Lucas spilled some acid into 
the discussion by plainly rais- 
ing a series of unanswerable 
questions, some of which fol- 
low: 


Lucas Questions 

“When does rebellion become 
civil war, when does civil war 
become international police ac- 
tion? Who has been quilty of 
treachery? What kinds of self- 
interest justify interfering into 
the affairs of other nations’ 
What is morality and where 
does the morality begin? 

The psychologist proposed 
to start negotiations with South 
V.N., National Liberation 
Front (Viet Cong), and North 
V.N. “Some new boundary 
would be drawn and we could 
renew our enforcing of our in- 
dividual pledge to combat the 
Communists somewhere else,” 
he said

Complaints 

John Poswall, ASSSC presi- 
dent, relayed the complaints at 
the BOP gathering Poswall 
stated that there was “a ques- 
tion whether the Hornet is 
living up to the responsibility 
it has to the student body,” 
then enumerated the Hornet 
errors “various people” had 
taken note of and compiled 

Poswall cited some 11 spe- 
cific instances of blunders he 
said were representative of the 
“sloppy, poor journalism” of 
the Hornet These included 
such slips as unsigned opinion 
pieces, running the same story 
twice in the same paper, run- 
ning stories late, and alleged 


misquotations 


Non-Coverage 

Non-coverage of important 
events was also noted by Pos- 
wall 

Poswall suggested there 
were indications of inadequate 
communication between the 
staff and the editors, and a 
lack of editorial policy and of 
organization 

The ASSSC head further af- 
firmed that, according to some 
of those complaining to the 
BOD, the Hornet editor has no 
knowledge of ad contracting 
or of photography procedures. 

Richard Kimball, represent- 
ative of students at large, 
pointed out that galleys of old, 
unused stories are allowed to 
pile up at the printers and 
that Hornet makeup is done 
only the night of publication 


Rebuttal 

Deane Robertson, Hornet 
adviser, led the rebuttal on 
behalf of the newspaper. 

Robertson noted that “the 
timing of these charges is 
rather singularly coincidental.” 
He was referring to the fact 
that a conflict over College 
Union advertising still exists 
between the Hornet and the 
ASSSC's College Union Com- 
mittee. 

Robertson went on to say 
that the complaints made 
“show a singular lack of 
knowledge of newspaper oper- 
ation.” 


Charges 

The newspaper's adviser 
then responded to the indivi- 
dual charges, pointing out 
that technical mistakes such as 
pre-releasing and duplicating 
are “hazards of newspaper 
operation” encountered by 
every publication 

Specific knowledge in every 
area of newspaper production, 
Robertson further argued, is 
not a prerequisiie for a good 
editor 

Robertson then questioned 
whether the details of the in- 
ternal workings of the paper 
were within the province of 
the BOD.

But, they are student mistakes in student publi- 


cations, printed for an academic community composed of 


faculty and students

At last, he proposed to with- 
draw militarily from every- 
where except the U.S.'s own 
territory 


Fieser Outlook 

Fieser was no less corrosive 
in his pessimistic outlook on 
the world. Talking about the 
necessity of an international 
law he said that it is a pre- 
condition for survival—moral- 
ity is not the issue here, sur- 
vival is, he stressed 


He uttered his appaliment at 
our actions in South V.N., but 
equally by the actions of the 
North Vietnamese against the 
South Vietnamese, as by the 
actions of the South Vietna- 
mese against the North Viet- 
namese 


In the same way, he said, he 
is appallea by the actions of 
the whites against the N- ro 
in the South, and the Negro 
against the white in Watts 

“I am simply appalled by 
people,” he blurted. 

Fieser made a plea for 
avoiding dogmatisms. “Any 
time you hear an easy answer 
—watch it, because there are 
no easy answers.” 

Following these main re- 
marks a short period of ques- 
tions and answers was con- 
ducted in a perfectly orderly 
manner highlighted by the 
comments of Cao Dong Thanh 
He issued a plea for his people 
simly to be left alone and left 
in peace, not to be bothered 
by the conflicts of the big 
powers 
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Standards 

“It seems the Hornet is be- 
ing judged on _ professional 
standards, Robertson con- 
cluded. 

Poswall and Robertson did 
agree that more formal orien- 
tation and training is needed 
for new Hornet reporters 
Robertson added that he in- 
tends to do something in this 
area in the future. 

When Kimball suggested a 
recommendation of “change in 
personnel” as a possible solu- 
tion, Robertson again took the 
floor. He characterized Kim- 
ball’s proposal as “extreme” 
and suggested that lesser steps 
might be taken, possibly a mo- 
tion of disapproval 

Censured 

Discussion continued, and 
Kimball finally formalized his 
previous suggestion, moving 
that the editor and staff of the 
Hornet be censured, asking 
that they take cognizance of 
the complaints, and serving 
clear notice that if improve- 
ment is not forthcoming by the 
middie of February, changes 
in personnel would be consid- 
ered. 

The motion was seconded 
by Dave Harrer, board mem- 
ber and editor of the yearbook, 
and passed 6-1.

Poswall Pleas 
For Free Speech 


Editor's Note: This speech 
was presented by the ASSSC 
Student Body President John 
Poswall Oct. 29 in the Quad 
area. Fr-um and May 2nd 
Committee co-sponsored the 
discussion. Three SSC facul- 
ty members spoke on be- 
half of the anti-U. 8. policy 
im Viet Nam. 

“Before discussion begins I 
should like to answer a ques- 
tion that has been asked by 
the press, the community, and 
indeed by people on our cam- 
pus. The question is “Why do 
we not stop this activity.” I 
should like to give the Student 
Associations answer in the 
hope that people will come to 
better understand our role and 
in the hope that it will influ- 
ence your action towards these 
speakers 

“First, we feel that students 
must have ali rights on cam- 

pus that they have off. If an 
action is not illegal in the 
community it is not illegal 
here 

“Second as an academic in- 
stition we feel we must set 
an example for tolerance. 

“We feel democracy is only 
present where there is a mani- 
festation of democratic ac- 
tivity. 

“Tolerance of another man’s 
opinions sincerely expressed 
aithough they may be repug- 
nant to one’s own is essential 
in order that the opinions upon 
which we also place high value 
may be preserved. 

“I ask you to respect their 
right to speak and urgently 
ask all of you to speak out, too, 
so that what we feel here at 
Sacramento State College will 
be adequately represented. It 
is only through a full and tem- 
perate presentation that you 
will do justice to an academic 
institution.”

Hornet adviser Deane Rob- 
ertson recently amplified to 
the statements he made at 
ing on Poswall's reference to 
the Hornet being a “journal- 
Thursday’s meeting. Comment- 
ism department” newspaper, 
Robertson stated: “The jour- 
nalism department has always 
bent over backward not to 
exert any influence whatso- 
ever on the paper I believe 
should serve only in an advis- 
ory capacity; as adviser I have 
given and will continue to give 
only advice that I am asked 
for.” 

Robertson continued that as 
adviser he considers it his 
right and duty to criticize the 
Hornet on its professional per- 
formance after publication but 
he would not even consider 
censuring it beforehand. 

Robertson further stated 
that “If the BOP feels that 
the staff of the Hornet shows 
itself to be irresponsible or in- 
competent, the BOP will take 
whatever action seems appro- 
priate. 

“However, in this case I per- 
sonally do not feel that it is 
the actions of the Hornet staff 
that have beer irresponsible.” 

Dr. John C. Egan, head of 
the journalism department, 
pointed out that the censure 
motion was directed against 
the entire Hornet staff. He 
added that he saw “no basis 
for censuring the editor” at

He has also traveled behind 
the Iron Curtain and appeared 
frequently on radio and tele- 
vision, covering the Khrush- 
chev-Castro visit to the United 
Nations and the Republican 
and Democratic conventions. 

Toledano is also the author 
of seven books, the latest, 
called “The Greatest Plot in 
History,” is a documented ac- 
count of Soviet A-bomb es- 
pionage It is also billed as an 
expose of how “liberal naivete” 
is “America’s greatest handi- 
cap in dealing with Commu- 
nists.” 

Among his other books is 
“Seeds of Treason,” a best- 
selling account of the Alger 
Hiss - Whittaker Chambers 
case, also “Spies, Dupes and 
Diplomats,” and “Lament for 
a Generation.” 


CIPA PUBLISHES 
SSC DIRECTORY 


California Intercollegi- 
ate Press Association asked to 
take over publication of The 
Buzzer last spring and their 
request was granted. 

“But we didn’t know until 
this fall what we had really 
gotten ourselves into,” said 
Larry Jenkins, CIPA presi- 
dent. 

The Buzzer is the campus di- 
rectory containing names, ad- 
dresses and phone numbers of 
students, faculty and adminis- 
tration members. The publi- 
cation usually appears during 
the first part of ‘each fall se- 
mester. 

For the past several years, 
The Rally Club has been in 
charge of publishing The Buz- 
zer. When they decided near 
the end of last semester that 


they no longer wanted it, 
CIPA made a bid to publish 
the directory. 


The ASSSC Board of Di- 
rectors gave permission to 
CIPA to handle the publica- 
tion. “By this time, however, 
it was too late to get punched 
cards into the pre-registration 
packets and almost too late to 
get cards printed,” Jenkins 
said. 

“Since CIPA is an organiza- 
tion of aspiring young journal- 
ists, it wasn't too difficult to 
get one of our members to 
print the necessary cards. The 
cards were then distributed 
with the _ pre - registration 
packs.” 

The cards had to be re- 
turned independently of the 
regular registration packet and 
sorted by hand alphabetically. 

“While CIPA members were 
hanc sorting the cards and ob- 
taining the other necessary 
material, other problems were 
developing,” Jenkins contin- 
ued. 

“The printer who had han- 
dled student directories for 
many California colleges, in- 
cluding our own, filed bank- 
ruptcy. We couldn't find any 
local printer who would touch 
the job for less than $2,000.” 

Several weeks ago, “good 
news” came from Texas that 
another printer had set up to 
handle student directories at 
an affordable minimum 

“We were finally able to get 
the material off for printing 
We expect to have the finished 
product back before Christ- 
mas vacation begins,” Jen- 
kins added. 

“We're looking forward to a 
better year with The Buzzer 
next year and are hopeful that 
many of the difficulties ex- 
perienced this year can be 
eliminated,” Jenkins conclud- 
ed.
